Visiting Nurses 


And ‘Treatment Plan’ 


Berkeley Visiting Nurses Asso- 
ciation, which also serves Albany 
and Kensington, provides skilled 
hourly nursing care and physical 
therapy services to patients in 
thelr homes, A new program, 
started by the Visiting Nurse As- 
sociation in conjunction with Her 
rick Memorial Hospital and Alta 
Bates Hospital, provides for co- 
ordinated discharge planning for 
patients leaving these hospitals 
and returning to their own homes 
or to nursing homes, This latter 


program is called The Liaison 
Unit and was established on 
April 1. 


The Liaison nurse, Miss Rebec- 
ca Henning, spends part of her 
time in each of the two hospitals 
assisting physicians and nurses 
in identifying patients who can 
benefit by various community 
services after they are discharged 
from the hospital. Miss Henning 
then arranges for the appropriate 
services to meet the patients’ 
needs according to the physicians 
recommendations, 

All patients who are served by 
the Berkeley VNA must be under 
the care of a physician. When a 
physician calls to refer a patient 
for home health services, he will
